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CONSTITUTION 


Article’ !|.—NAME. The name of this organization shall 
be The American Society of Hospital Pharmacists. 


Article 11.—OBJECTIVES. The objectives of the Society 
shall be to improve and extend the usefulness of the hospi- 
tal pharmacist to the institution he serves, to the members 
of the other health professions with whom he is associated, 
and to the profession of pharmacy by: 


FIRST—Establishing minimum standards of pharmaceu- 
tical service in hospitals, in order to provide benefits and 
protection for the public health which it will receive by the 
skill and art of qualified hospital pharmacists; and to insure 
for the future an adequate supply of such qualified hospital 
pharmacists by providing a standardized hospital training 
for four-year pharmacy graduates who have elected a spe- 
cialized hospital pharmacy course. 


SECOND — Providing for interchange of information 
among pharmacists by encouraging initiative in the develop- 
ment of new pharmaceutical techniques, and by maintain- 
ing a close pharmaceutical contact between hospital pharm- 
acists and those engaged in general pharmaceutical practice. 


THIRD—Aiding the medical profession in extending the 
economic and rational use of medicaments. 


Article 11].—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1.°(a)——-ACTIVE MEMBERS of this Society shall 
be registered pharmacists in good professional standing, 
who are members of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation and whose practice has been essentially connected 
with hospitals, clinics and dispensaries for a period of one 
year. 


(b) HONORARY MEMBERS may be elected from 
among the individuals who are especially interested in hos- 
pital practice. Honorary members shall not pay dués, no- 
shall they be eligible to vote or to hold office. 


(c) ASSOCIATE MEMBERS may be elected from among 
individuals other than hospital pharmacists, who, by their 
work in the health services, the teaching of prospective hos- 
pital pharmacists, or otherwise contributing to hospital 
pharmacy, make themselves eligible to membership. Asso- 
ciate members shall not be entitled to hold office or to vote. 
Associate members should be members of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. 


Section 2.—Applications for membership shall be re- 
ceived by the Committee on Membership and shall be acted 
upon by the Executive Committee on the recommendation 
of said Committee on Membership. 


Article 1V.—OFFICERS. The officers of this Society 
shall be a Chairman, a Vice-chairman, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected annually, and none 
of whom, with the exception of the Secretary and Treasurer, 
may hold office for more than two consecutive terms. 


Article V.—AMENDMENTS. Every proposition to alter 
or amend this Constitution shall be made by two members 
at an annual meeting of the Society and shall be voted upon 
by ballot of the members of the Society by mail at least 
one month subsequent to the annual meeting. All ballots to 
be eligible for voting must ~be post-marked within thirty 
(30) days of the date of the ballot. 


BY - LAWS 


Chapter |.—ELECTION OF OFFICERS. At the first ses- 
sion of each annual meeting of this Society, the Chairman 
shall appoint a committee of three members who shall sub- 
mit nominations for each office of the Society for the ensu- 
ing year. The Committee shall present its nominations at 
the final session of the annual meeting at which time addi- 
tional nominations may be made from the floor. They shall 
be voted upon by ballot of the members of the Society by 
mail at least one month subsequent to the annual meeting. 
All ballots to be eligible for voting must be post-marked 
within thirty (30) days of the date of the ballot. A plu- 
rality of such votes shall constitute election. 


Chapter 11.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS: 


Article 1.—CHAIRMAN and VICE-CHAIRMAN. The 
Chairman, or in his absence, the Vice-chairman, shall pre- 
side at all meetings. He will appoint all committees not 
otherwise provided for and shall be ex-officio member of 
all committees. He shall prepare a Chairman’s address to 
be presented at the first session of the annual meeting of 
the Society following his installation. 


Article 2.—SECRETARY. The Secretary shall keep min- 
utes of the sessions of the Society and maintain a roll of 
its members. He shall notify individuals of their appoint- 
ment to committees, notify members of the time and place 
of all meetings, and conduct the correspondence of the So- 
ciety. He shall present a written report of his work to the 
annual meeting of the Society: He shall collect the dues 
of the members. 


Article 3.—TREASURER. The Treasurer shall receive 
and keep account of all moneys received by the Society in 
the form of dues or remittances and shall disburse them at 
the direction of the Executive Committee or at the direction 
of the Finance Committee. 


Chapter I11.—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers of the Society and 
the Chairman of each standing committee. It shall meet 
on the call of the Chairman af the Society, shall have super- 
vision over the expenditure of a!l_funds of the Society, and 
shall be empowered to act for the Society during the period 
between annual meetings. 


Chapter IV.—-FINANCES. The membership dues ¢i 
this Society shall be three dollars ($3.00) per year, pay- 
able January first of each year. 


Chapter V.—STANDING COMMITTEES. There shall 
be tive standing committees of the Society; each consist- 
ing of three members appointed by the Chairman of the 
Society, with the approval of the Executive Committee. 


Article 1.—PROGRAM COMMITTEE. The Program 
Committee shall arrange the program, solicit papers, and 
prepare suitable subjects for discussion at annual meetings 
of the Society. 


Article 2.—-MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE. The Member- 
ship Committee shall seek desirable members and receive 
applications for membership in the Society. The Membership 
Committe shall make such recommendations to the Execu- 
tive Committee as are advisable.

EDITORAL 


PROFESSIONAL PRIVILEGES AND RESPONSIBILITY 


The structure of society is today so complex that poorly organized 
groups are powerless to cope with the countless problems constantly aris- 
ing. The most successful professional groups are those which contain a 
large majority of practitioners. American pharmacy has long suffered 
from the lack of unity. In spite of this, and even without the support of 
the majority of the profession, the American Pharmaceutical Association 
has made great strides in its program for the profession. 


In modern society the freedom of the professional individual to elect 
membership in his specialty organization has been freely granted. How- 
ever, it is often overlooked that being a professional person carries with 
it privileges and obligations which cannot by neglect, or by failure to 
recognize, be rightfully ignored. The liberty of an individual has never 
been an absolute and unqualified right. It has always been restricted for 
the benefit of society as a whole. The presence of an individual outside 
his professional organization results in a weakening of that entire portion 
of the social structure - and pharmacy is definitely an important part of the 
American social structure. 


We believe that once a man has chosen a profession; has had his 
training paid for principally by others (and in any college the students 
tuition and fees pay only a small portion of the cost of educational facili- 
ties) and earns his livelihood by the practice of this training, he at once 
assumes a life-long obligation to the profession whose name he bears. 
No consideration can justify a pharmacist taking, without return, the bene- 
fit of sacrifices made by his coworkers in building pharmacy. 


The American Society of Hospital Pharmacists may feel pleased that 
satisfactory progress in building the Society into a strong unit of American 
pharmacy has been so far achieved. But it should be fully recognized that 
the achievements to date are only a beginning and nothing more. The newly 
elected Membership committee and Organization committee have still a vast 
job to do. With cooperation from each member, and working in the close 
coordination with the affiliated chapters of the Society, these committees 
have an opportunity to greatly expand the membership and potentialities of 
their chosen specialty. The end of 1946 will bring the Society a total of 
400 new members for the year. That figure should be duplicated in 1947.

The United States Pharmacopoeia designates 
the temperature range at which the official drugs 
are to be stored and in addition all items which 
come into the stock of a pharmacy are labeled 
with a recommended storage temperature if an 
averaze room temperature is not desirable. 


Many products show a loss of potency and do 
not yield their specific result if they are im- 
properly stored. Deterioration leads to a therapy 
or prophylaxis which is unsatisfactory to the 
physician and patient, as well as waste in the 
pharmacy. The pharmacist’s loss is financial 
but also tends to lower the standards of his pro- 
fessional service. It is his responsibility to ob- 
serve the recommended storage conditions and 
provide a standard product for the physician and 
his patient. 


There are two terms applied to temperature 
in the United States Pharmacopoeia. A “Cold 
place” shall be a storage place having a temper- 
ature not exceeding 15°C (59°F). “Excessive 
heat” shall mean a temperature above 49°C 
(120.2°F). The refrigerator specified for use by 
the Pharmacopoeia indicates a temperature be- 
tween 2° and 15°C (35.69 and 59°F).

constitute a large number of the products to be 
stored in a cool place. The federal law requires 
that each package of a biologic product must be 
marked with an expiration date, “the date beyond 
which the contents cannot be expected, beyond 
reasonable doubt, to yield their specific result.” 
The law thus prescribes the expiration date, but 
the temperature at which the product is kept after 
it leaves the manufacturer’s hand cannot be con- 
trolled. The New and Nonofficial Remedies sug- 
gests to physicians that they secure their bio- 
logic products from stocks which have been kept 
in cold storage. This is particularly applicable 
to more rapidly deteriorating products such as 
smallpox vaccine and various immune serums, 


The biologics can be outlined as follows. The 
United States Pharmacopoeia specifies that the 
following be stored at 2° to 10°C (35.6° to 50°F), 
preferably at the lower limit, except smallpox 
vaccine: 


A. Serums 
1. Serums or Normal Blood Derivatives 
a. Human Immune Globulin U.S.P. 
b. Citrated Normal Human Plasma U.S.P. 
c. Normal Human Serum U.S.P. 
2. Immune Serums 
Antitoxins 
a. Diphtheria Antitoxin U.S.P. 
b. Scarlet Fever Streptococcus Antitoxin 
U.S.P. 
c. Tetanus Antitoxin U.S.P. 
Antibacterial Serums 
d. Antimeningococcic Serum U.S.P. 
e. Antipneumococcic Serum U.S.P. 
3. Naturally Produced Antibodies 
a. Human Measles Immune Serum U.S.P. 
b. Human Scarlet Fever Immune Serum 
U.S.P. 
B. Vaccines 


1. Attenuated Living Viruses or Killed Viruses 
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a. Rabies Vaccine U.S.P. 

b. Smallpox Vaccine U.S.P. 
It must be kept at very low tempera- 
ture, preferably below 0°C and never 
above 5°C.

The allergenic preparations are similar to 
biologics in storage requirements. Solution of 
allergens may deteriorate with age so it is nec- 
essary that they be used before the expiration of 
a given time determined by the regulations of the 
Federal Security Agency, and must be stored at 
low temperatures. Their sale is authorized by 
the Federal Security Agency under the law gov- 
erning the sale of biologic products. The expir- 
ation date is one and one-half years beyond the 
date of issue. 

In the field of antibiotics the pharmacist is 
interested in penicillin and streptomycin storage 
requirements. The Food and Drug administra- 
tion specifies that dry penicillin be kept at not 
higher than 15°C (59°F). Penicillin is unstable 
in air, hygroscopic and subject to reduction in 
potency on exposure to heat and acids, therefore 
it 1s stored in the refrigerator and the contents 
put into solution only as needed. Since the sta- 
bility depends upon the absence of water it is 
marketed in the dry form, in tablets, troches, 
anc ointments which are free of water. In the 


laboratory an aqueous solution of penicillin, 500 
un ‘s per cubic centimeter, pH 6.3, kept at aver- 
age room temperature 23° to 25°C showed ap- 
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proximately a 55% loss of potency after 22 days. 
Experimentally dry Penicillin was stable at a 
temperature of 40.5°C (150°F) for seven months 
and at the end of that period showed a loss of 
less than 20% potency. Tablets and troches have 
shown no appreciable loss after nine months at 
40.5°C. Penicillin, in the absence of water, will 
retain its potency if heated to 45° or 50°C (113° 
or 122°F) briefly. Crystalline penicillin G in dry 
state is stable at ordinary temperature almost 
indefinitely. 


Streptomycin is more stable than penicillin. 
The Food and Drug administration specifies that 
it be kept at not over 25°C (77°F). An aqueous 
solution at room temperature decreases in po- 
tency slowly, approximately 10% a month. 


Another group of anti-infectives which should 
be refrigerated is the arsenical family; Arsphen- 
amine, Dichlorophenarsine Hydrochloride, Neo- 
arsphenamine, Oxophenarsine Hydrochloride, 
Sulfarsphenamine, and Tryparsamide all U.S.P. 


One of the most prominent of the hormone 
products is insulin which has the instructions 
«preserve at a temperature above 0°C but not 
exceeding 15°C, avoiding freezing.” Parathyroid 
Injection U.S.P. must also be kept in a cold place. 
Adrenal Cortex Extract N.N.R. is stored in the 
refrigerator. 


An antispasmodic drug, Intocostrin N.N.R. is 
stored at a temperature range of 2° to 10°C. 


The drugs which have been mentioned above 
have expiration dates and should be closely 
checked by the pharmacist so that he may have 
a fresh and usable stock at all times. 


The Pharmacopoeia indicates that some drugs 
should be stored at a temperature not above 35°C 
(95°F): Capsules of Carbon Tetrachloride, Oil 
of Chenopodium and Tetrachloroethylene, Solution 
of Hydrogen Peroxide, Strong Solution of Hydro- 
gen Peroxide, Solution of Iodine, Strong Solution 
of Iodine, Magnesia Magma (do not permit to 
freeze) and Phenyl Salicylate. 


Others should be stored at a temperature not 
above 30°C (86°F): Diluted Hydriodic Acid, Tri- 
chloroacetic Acid, Lard, Benzoinated Lard, Wool 
Fat, Hydrous Wool Fat, Ethyl Carbamate, Am- 
monium Carbonate, Benzine, Adhesive Absorbent 
Gauze, Chloroform, Collodion, Flexible Collodion, 
Plasters, Chloroform Liniment, Diluted andStrong 
Solution of Ammonia, Menthol, Pancreatin, Par- 
aldehyde, Sodium Perborate, Sodium Sulfate, Aro- 
matic Spirit of Ammonia, Spirit of Glyceryl Tri- 


nitrate, and Thyroid.

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New Trends in Medicine and Pharmacy In- 
clude LITMOCIDIN - NU 445, A NEW SUL- 
FONAMIDE - PENTAQUINE - ONETHYL 
HYDROCHLORIDE - A NEW TRYPANOCIDAL 


AGENT 


LITMOCIDIN 


A new antibiotic, designated as litmocidin be- 
cause it represents a litmus pigment, has been 
reported in a recent Journal of Bacteriolo 
(June 1946). Litmocidin has been produced 
Proactinomyces cyaneus antibioticus, an organ- 
ism found in the soil of southern Russia. It 
can be obtained in two forms: acid (red) and 
alkaline (blue), possessing different solubilities 
in water. Both forms inhibit the growth of Staphy- 
lococcus aureus in a dilution of 1:4,000,000. 

Litmocidin has a bacteriostatic action. It 
strongly inhibits staphylococci, streptococci, 
tubercle bacilli, and vibrio comma, whereas its 
action upon dysentery bacilli is moderate, and 
upon typhoid and colon bacilli there is practically 
no action at all. For most strains of staphylo- 
cocci, streptococci, and vibrio comma the action 
of litmocidin is not only bacteriostatic, but also 
bactericidal. Further studies will be necessary 
to determine the value of litmocidin. 


NU-445, A NEW SULFONAMIDE 


A new sulfonamide derivative designated as 
NU-445, is believed to be effective in the treat- 
ment of Bacillus proteus infections. A prelimi- 
nary report made in the Journal of Urology 55: 


417, states that a clinical trial of this new drug 
is being made because it is of low toxicity, has 
a rapid abosrption rate, holds a blood level well, 
and obtains high concentrations in the urine. 
Pharmacologically it was felt that NU-445 was 


particularly well suited to the treatment of Bacil- 
lus proteus infections. 

Fourteen cases of Bacillus proteus infections 
of the urinary tract and one case of local infec- 
tion of the eye socket were treated, eleven of 
which responded favorably to therapy with NU- 
445. It may be administered orally, intraven- 
ously as a 10 per cent solution of its lithium 
salt, or intramuscularly in the same concentra- 
tion, 
Nu-445 is administered in doses of 5 to 8 grams 
every twenty-four hours. Previous studies indi- 
cated that a 3 gram initial dose followed by 2 
grams every eight hours was satisfactory in 
maintaining the blood and urinary concentration 
of the drug. Usual precautionary checks on the 
hemoglobin, white blood cell count, urine, and 
blood urea nitrogen were carried out. 

The preliminary nature of this data is empha- 
sized, and it is realized that this study is not 
sufficiently extensive to establish a curative ef- 
fect. NU-445 for clinical studies has been sup- 
plied by Hoffmann - La Roche Company. 


PENTAGUINE 


A new antimalarial known as pentaquine (SN 
13,276) is reported in the J.A.M.A. 132;321. 
Studies have been carried out to evaluate the 
antimalarial activities of pentaquine in the avian 
host, to determine its pharmacologic and toxi- 
cologic properties in lower animals and in man 
and its prophylactic and curative activities in 
human infections due to Plasmodium vivax. Its 
actions in the body closely resemble those of 
pamaquine. Chemically, pentaquine is 6 meth- 
oxy-8-(5-isopropylaminoamylamino)-quinoline.

In the clinical studies pentaquine was ad- 
ministered to 171 patients in dosages from 15 
to 180 mg of the base per day during the pro- 
phylactic and curative tests. Quinine is ad- 
ministered concurrently with pentaquine since it 
tends to increase the plasma concentration af the 
drug to a slight extent. Administering 60 mg of 
pentaquine with 2 grams of quinine daily, pro- 
duced occasional toxic symptoms including ano- 
rexia, abdominal discomfort or pain and slight 
methemoglobinemia. In the prophylactic tests 
pentaquine proved to be at least partially effec- 
tive in preventing malaria when administered in 
toxic dosage (120 to 180 mg base a day). In 
the curative tests, it was shown that pentaquine 
will terminate individual attacks but is only par- 
tially effective in preventing relapses when ad- 
ministered alone in dosages as high as 120 mg 
of the base per day; however, when combined 
with 2 grams of quinine, the administration of 
60 mg of base a day has led to complete eradi- 
cation of the disease in 16 of the 17 subjects 
treated. No relapses have occurred in 35 pa- 
tients treated during their third relapse. 

Since the toxicity of pentaquine is undeter- 
mined at present, it should be administered only 
under close medical supervision, preferably dur- 
ing hospitalization. At present this drug is 
available for experimental use only. 


ONETHYL HYDROCHLORIDE 


Onethyl hydrochloride, a new vasopressor 
substance, has been successfully used in all 
types of surgical cases in which various anes- 
thetic agents were employed. The new drug 
appears to possess a vasopressor action similar 
to that of epinephrine or ephedrine, but its ef- 
fect is more prolonged and perhaps less toxic. 
Chemically, it is 2-methyl-amino-heptane, 

In the clinical studies reported in Current 
Research in and Anesthesia 25:168, 
onethyl hydrochloride was used in 75 to 80 cases. 
It was used alone and incombination with other 
measures to combat hypotension both during 
anesthesia and after operation. The hypotension 
varied in intensity from a mild transient drop 
to a profound circulatory collapse and death of 
patient. Onethyl hydrochloride was used both in 
cases of elective surgery where the patient had 
been prepared over a period of several months 
and in extreme emergencies due to accidents or 
violence where the patients were rushed into 
the operating room. 
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This new vasopressor drug possesses the 
advantage over neosynephrine and ephedrine in 
that it does not produce the dramatic rise in 
blood pressure. If given in too large a dose or 
too frequently, onethyl hydrochloride appears to 
cause some depression, possibly due to cerebral 
anoxia. 

For experimental use, onethyl hydrochloride 
has been supplied as a 5 per cent solution in 
1 cc ampuls by the Bilhuber Knoll Corporation,

NEW TRYPANOCIDAL AGENT 


p-Arsenosophenyl butyric acid has been re- 
ported as an active trypanocidal agent by H. 
Eagle in Public Health Reports 61:1019. After 
treating 319 patients suffering from early T. 
Gambiense infection, it is estimated that more 
than 90 per cent of the cases can be cured by 
a total dosage of 6 to 7 mg per kg. 

The free acid is a water-insoluble white 
compound which dissolves in alkali to form a 
yellowish solution of the highly soluble sodium 
salt. The drug is packed as a stable dry powder 
in sterile rubber-stoppered vials, each eontain- 
ing 200 mg of the acid in the form of the sodium 
salt. This dissolves readily on the addition of 
10 cc of water to form the 2 per cent solution 
usually injected. 

Almost all of the patients were injected intra- 
venously although intramuscular administration 
was also used with relative freedom from local 
reaction. The two modes of administration 
proved equally effective therapeutically. Most 
of the patients received an average dose of 0.4 
mg per kg, although as much as 2 mg per kg-was 
given without untoward effects. Results varied 
with the total amount of drug administered. 

The cases treated showed relatively few im- 
mediate or delayed toxic reactions. The char- 
acteristic reaction so often observed after the 
injection of arsphenamines was uncommon, occur- 
ing after less than 1 per cent of the injections. 
It is concluded that cases of early trypanosomiasis 
can be treated by daily injections of p-arsenoso- 
phenyl butyric acid at 0.5 mg per kg, and prob- 
ably at 1 mg per kg. with relative freedom from 
immediate or delayed toxic effects. Further 
studies are being made to determine the value 
of p-arsenosophenyl butyric acid in the treatment 
of advanced cases with central nervous system 
involvement using it alone and in combination 
with other trypanocidal agents. 
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FURACIN ...is a newly deyeloped antibacterial 
agent for topical use in the treatment of local in- 
fections. A 5-nitrofuran derivative, furacin is 
one of a group which possesses a high antibac- 
terial power at very low concentrations. It is 
bacteriostatic in concentrations as low as 1:200,000, 
while in higher concentrations, ranging from 
1:100,000 to 1:5,000, furacin is bactericidal. 


Furacin is effective against practically all of 
the bacteria characteristic of wounds and surface 
infections. It is used in the treatment of infected 
surface wounds, burns, varicose ulcers, and the 
superficial ulcers of diabetes. It is also em- 
ployed for the treatment of impetigo as well as 
secondarily-infected exzema. As a routine dress- 
ing for non-infected wounds, furacin tends to pre- 
vent infection. The product possesses the ad- 
vantage of being active in the presence of body 
fluids,stable over long periods of time and very 
low in toxicity. 

For clinical use, furacin is available as a 
water-miscible ointment in a base composed of 
Carbowax-1500, 55 per cent, Carbowax-4000, 20 
per cent and propylene gylcol 25 per cent. Carbo- 
wax is a polyethylene glycol made by the Carbide 
and Carbon Company. The numerical designations 
distinguish products of different viscosities. Fur- 
acin ointment contains 0.2 per cent of furacin. 
The base liquifies at body temperature, spreads 
over the wound and penetrates pockets of pus and 
serum, making wet dressings unnecessary. Made 
by the Eaton Laboratories Inc., Norwich, New 
York, furacin ointment is available in one-pound 
jars. 


RUTIN . . has been released for sale by the 
Abbott Laboratories. Used to decrease capil- 
lary fragility and to reduce the incidence of re- 
current hemorrhages due to an increased capil- 
lary fragility, rutin is available in 20 mg tab- 
lets. Rutin is believed to be particularly valu- 
able in reducing capillary fragility in hemorrhagic 
conditions associated with hypertension. 

The recommended dosage is 20 to 40 mg given

three to four times a day for several weeks, or 
until the GOthlin Petechial Index, a measure of 
capillary fragility, becomes negative. Rutin has 
been found to be of negligible toxicity, devoid of 
cumulative action, and possesses no allergic 
activity. Doses up to 300 mg have been em- 
ployed with no noticeable toxic effects. 


Chemically, rutin is a flavone glucoside which 
occurs in many plants but which has been ex- 
tracted most successfully from buckwheat. It 
has been isolated as a pure substance having at 
least ten times the activity of crude hesperidin. 


ESSENAMINE ... a partially hydrolyzed protein 
concentrate derived from lactalbumin may be 
used in the treatment of hypoproteinemia. It is 
a white powder, easily assimilated for oral ad- 
ministration and is of high biologic value, sup- 
plying in concentrated form all of the essential 
amino acids. It can be added to hot or cold 
foods, since cooking does not impair its value, 
making it easy to administer to patients other- 
wise not able to maintain nitrogen balance. As 
derived from lactalbumin, essenamine contains 
the following percentages of amino acids: argi- 
nine, 3.6; histidine, 2.2; lysine 8.7; tryptophane, 
2.5; phenylalanine, 5.4; methionine 3.5; threonine, 
6.8; leucine, 12; isoleucine, 7.5; and valine, 6.8. 
It is said to be well tolerated even when large 
quantitites (300 to 500 grams a day) are admin- 
istered over prolonged periods of time. Esses- 
amine is available from the Frederick Stearns and 
Co. 


SODIUM SULFACETIMIDE ... the only sulfona- 
mide drug which may be prepared in a concen- 
trated solution and still be non-irritating when 
applied to the eye, has been marketed by the 
Schering Corporation in the form of a 30 per 
cent solution with a pH of 7.4. When sodium 
sulfacetimide is applied in 30 per cent solution 
directly to the eye, concentrations as high as 
800 mg/per cent are produced in the cornea 2nd 
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conjunctiva. Only traces of the drug appear in 
the blood stream. 

Clinically, sodiumsulfacetimide is used in the 
prophylaxis and treatment of eye infections. It 
has been found superior to other sulfonamides in 
the treatment of acute and chronic conjunctivitis, 
blepharoconjuctivitis and acute traumatic corneal 
ulcer. In acute infections, one drop of the 30% 
solution is placed in each eye every two hours; 
in milder infections, the drops are used every 
three tofour hours. Sodium sulfacetimide should 
be used with caution in patients who have prev- 
iously exhibited sensitivity to sulfonamides. Solu- 
tions of the drug, which darken on standing, should 
be discarded. 


UNIBASE ... odorless 


is a white, non-greasy, 
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ointment vehicle which may be used as a unk 
versal base for medicaments employed in derma- 


tologic practice. It is the only commercially 
available ointment base which is an oil-in-water 
emulsion. Drugs, when used in bases forming 
oil-in-water emulsions are considered by many 
to be far more effective than when carried by a 
water-in-oil vehicle. Unibase, which will absorb 
30 per cent of its own weight of water, is misci- 
ble with oily and aqueous secretions of the skin, 
is easily removed with warm water, and is com- 
patible with all drugs commonly employed by the 
dermatologist including balsam peru, coal tar, 
benzoic acid, and salicylic acid. Unibase is 
supplied in one-pound and five-pound jars by the 
Parke, Davis and Company.

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A MESSAGE FROM CHAIRMAN HANSEN 


Dear Fellow Hospital Pharmacist: 


I don't want to write an editorial, I just want to sit down and visit with you 
for a few minutes. Editorials are supposed to change things from the way they are, 
sway public opinion, change the state of the nation, and so forth. Most people like 
only the editorials that agree with their own personal opinions and -any others are 
ignored. 


There is a song currently popular called "Doing What Comes Naturally", and I 
suppose it comes naturally for a new officer to outline his plans for the coming 
year. A too ambitious program not achieved is bad and one that does not approximate 
what an organization such as ours should normally accomplish cannot be considered. 


First, I would like to see our membership doubled. This should not be too 
difficult with about twenty-six hundred non-member hospital pharmacists in this 
country to contact. Let us then ask each member to secure another member during the 
coming year. You will do him a favor. 


Secondly, I would like to see every member offer something for the betterment 
or advancement of hospital pharmacy. This could be by way of any of the following 
means: An article on some phase of hospital pharmacy of interest to us all sent 
to Editor Francke for publication in our "Bulletin." An article sent to any one of 
our many good hospital publications of interest to the hospital administrator, for 
example, how much the pharmacy means to the hospital. You could also speak before 
any of the many service clubs in your community. Talk to young people groups of the 
church or schools. To these young people, make your talk propaganda for hospital 
pharmacy as a career. Remember, papers given at your local or state meetings benefit 
your listeners as well as yourself. 


Thirdly, I would like to see close cooperation with all branches of pharmacy, for 
in the final analysis, hospital pharmacy will advance only as pharmacy per se advances. 
This cooperation should be with the manufacturer, the educator, the law enforcement 
branches, but more particularly with the retail pharmacist, operator of the corner 
drug store (a real American institution), and the prescription specialist. With these 
two latter groups our work is more closely related than it usually is considered to be. 
In this cooperation program we must be very Careful not to lose our identity as a 
distinct and different field of pharmacy. There are those who would lump the hospital 
pharmacist, the retail pharmacist and the prescription pharmacist in one group as 
identical pharmacists. These individuals know nothing of the problems or objectives of 
any one of these three groups or they would not attempt such cataloging. This 
cooperation is a must if our group is to do itsshare for the advancement and better- 
ment of pharmacy. In the past years, hospital pharmacy has been conspicuous by its 
absence from the circles that formulate and execute the program and policy of pharmacy. 
This condition must not continue and it should be the aim and duty of every hospital 
pharmacist to see that it is corrected. 


Your officers of the past have established an enviable record and given hospital 
pharmacy a new place in pharmacy. Let us see if we can keep it there and perhaps en- 
large on its usefulness. But as friend Lauve of New Orleans wrote in his letter of 
congratulation the other day, the officers can't do it all--every member must support 
and help in the year to come. My fellow officers join me in hoping that all of the 
members will work for this program, and that if you are asked to do any special job, 
you will give it your wholehearted effort so that it will be a success. 


Over and above the foregoing, remember this: you probably can do as much for hos- 
pital pharmacy by operating the best hospital pharmacy possible as by any other means. 
That this is the aim of many hospital pharmacists has been shown by the attendance at 
past A.Ph.A. hospital pharmacy sections end the attendance at the Institute at Ann 


Arbor last July. Let us continue so.

Philadelphia Hospital Pharmacists Dinner

John J. Zugich, chief pharmacist, Grace-New 
Haven Hospital, New Haven, Connecticut acted 
as chairman and moderator during the program, 
Mr. D. O. McClusky, assistant superintendent, 
South Highlands Infirmary, Birmingham, Ala- 
bama served as secretary. 


With a wide background as both a former 
chief pharmacist and at present a hospital ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Leon M. Hickernell, director, 
University Hospital, Augusta, Georgia presented 
“Planning a Hospital Pharmacy” as the first 
subject of the session. Mr. Hickernell outlined 
basic requirements in planning clinic and serv- 
ice hospital pharmacies, giving in detail floor 
space allotments for manufacturing, storage and 
prescription activities, based on bed capacities 
of hospitals. He suggested how a hospital pharm- 
acy plan might be correlated to promote greatest 
efficiency and service at the same time providing 
adequate space to perform the functions of the 
department. 


Supplementing his paper with charts, Mr. 
Claude R. Simpson, chief pharmacist, Seaside 
Memorial Hospital, Long Beach, California spoke 
on the subject “How Large Must a Hospital Be 
to Operate a Pharmacy?” Mr. Simpson demon- 
strated that hospitals as small as fifty bed insti- 
tutions could support a hospital pharmacist. 
“Smaller hospitals than fifty beds located in 
metropolitan areas could coordinate hospital 
pharmacy programs with a larger hospital in the 
area for an over-all benefit,” was suggested by 
Mr. Simpson who spoke from the practical ex- 
perience of one who has orginated a similar 
plan in his California community. 


“The Standardized Hospital Formulary as an 
Asset” was presented by W. Arthur Purdum, 
Ph.D. Dr. Purdum who is chief pharmacist, 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Maryland 
discussed general rules and methods of compila- 
tion of formularies for various types of hospitals. 
He demonstrated how a hospital formulary is an 
asset to the pharmacist, the institution and the 
professional staff. 


Outlining the very comprehensive program 
in effect today and the plans developed for pharm- 
acy in his branch, W. Paul Briggs, chief pharma- 
cist, Veterans Administration, Washington, 1).C. 
gave the final paper of the afternoon on “Pham

acy Service in the Medical Care of Veterans.” 
Mr. Briggs explained the thought behind his poli- 
cies “for a high level of practice” in his division 
in order that hospital pharmacy and pharmacy 
would reflect well in the medical care of veterans. 
The table of organization for veteran administra- 
tion pharmacy service on a national scale was 
discussed, 


Administrators and pharmacists availed them- 
selves of the open discussion period to direct 
questions relating to both administrative and 
technical aspects of hospital pharmacy operation. 
A few of the wide range of queries directed by 
administrators dealt with narcotic distribution 
systems, prescription p_icing schedules to fit 
various types of hospitals, annual stipends for 
pharmacists, the organization of a new hospital 
pharmacy department, and so forth. Considera- 
ble time was devoted to a discussion of the sub- 
ject “that adequate compensation can be gained 
by receiving a basic salary plus an “incentive 
bonus” on savings and net profits accrued in the 
pharmacy” as proposed by one pharmacistspeaker. 
Pharmacists themselves were interested in sources 
of manufacturing equipment for specialized work, 
equal recognition of men and women pharmacists 
in certain localities, preparation of Pharmacy 
Department reports. The lively discussion period 
carried beyond the allotted time for the session 
and had to be terminated before several other 
questions of equal interest could be discussed. 


On Wednesday, October 2nd, in the evening 
prior to the Pharmacy session, a well-appointed 
dinner was given at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel 
by the Philadelphia Hospital Pharmacists Associ- 
ation. As guests of the local association, vari-

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ALUMINUM HYDROXIDE PREPARATIONS 


A.U.S.P. quality aluminum hydroxide gel may 
be readily prepared from the Aluminum Hydrox- 
ide Compressed Gel, F-500 obtainable in 250 
pound drums from The Schofield-Donald Com- 
pany Inc., 88 Shipman St., Newark, New Jersey. 
One pound of the compressed gel will make ap- 
proximately one quart of Aluminum Hydroxide 
Gel U.S.P. The cost of the compressed gel is 
about 20¢ a pound. The compressed gel con- 
tains 9% Al,03 and is diluted so that the final 
product contains 4% Alo03. The finished product 
has a pH of approximately 7, and 1 cc will neu- 
tralize from 20 to 24 cc of N/10 HCl at 37°C 
within 30 minutes. For method of assay, see 
U.S.P. XII page 199 or N.N.R. 1945 page 399. 
Glycerin and oil of peppermint may be added as 
flavoring and preservative agents. 


ALUMINUM HYDROXIDE GEL U.S.P. 


Aluminum Hydroxide Paste 250 lbs. 


Oil of Peppermint 10 cc. 
Glycerin 10,800 cc 
Distilled water, to make 60 gallons 


Add the aluminum hydroxide paste slowly to 30 
gallons of water which is being stirred by a high- 
speed ‘agitator. Add the oil of peppermint and 
glycerin. Then add enough water to make the 
required volume. Pass through a colloid mill, 
if necessary. 


ALUMINUM HYDROXIDE GEL WITH 
MINERAL OIL 


Oil emulsions are readily made by adding 
white mineral oil to Aluminum Hydroxide Gel 
U.S.P., followed by homogenization. Fifteen per 
cent of oi! based on final volume is often used, 
However, by the use of small quantities of stearic 
or oleic acid, emulsions containing as much as 
50% heavy oil can be made. Usually from 0.1 to 
1.0 per cent acid is required, depending upon the 
amount of oil added.

MANDELIC ACID PREPARATION 


A mandelic acid preparation may be pre- 
pared in a form for convenient administration as 
an ammonium mandalate syrup. In the body, 
free mandelic acid is released and is excreted 
unchanged in the urine within a 24 hour period. 
If necessary, ammonium chloride or other acidi- 
fying agents should be administered concurrently 
to bring the pH to the proper level (5.2), red to 
methyl red indicator. The following preparation 
appeared some time? ago in the Bulletin af the 
National Formulary Committee. 


AMMONIUM MANDALATE SYRUP 


Mandelic Acid 800.0 
Ammonium Hydroxide 28% 360.0 
Ammoniated Glycyrrhizin 200.0 
Distilled Water 800.0 
Soluble Saccharin 20.0 
Anethol 2.0 
Althea Syrup N.F. to make 4000.0 


Dissolve the mandelic acid in the stronger am- 
monia water in a beaker of suitable size, Al- 
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low to cool, then adjust to neutral (with litmus) 
by heat on a steam bath, if necessary. Dissolve 
the saccharin and ammoniated glycyrrhizin in 
the water and add enough syrup to make the re- 
quired volume. Mix thoroughly and filter if 
needed. Mandelic Acid and Ammoniated Glycyr- 
rhizin may be obtained from Merck; Altheafrom 
Penick, and Anethol from Magnus, Mabee and 
Reynard. The usual dosage of this preparation 
is 15 cc (3 grams of Mandelic acid) four times 
a day with meals. 


CODEINE AND CHLOROFORM SYRUP 


An unusually palatable and easily prepared 
cough syrup may be prepared by the following 
formula. 


Codeine Phosphate 2.0 
Chloroform Spirit N.F. 40.0 
Glycerin 64.0 
Cherry Syrup to make 1000.0 


Each 4 cc contains 8 mgm of codeine phosphate. 


CHOLINE 


Chbline salts are used as dietary supplements 
in the treatment of hepatic cirrhosis. A choline 
chloride syrup may be prepared by the following 
formula, Each 15 cc contains approximately 2 
rams of choline chloride. The dosage range is 
19 cc two to four times a day, providing from 4 
‘> 8 grams of choline chloride. Choline chloride 
tay be obtained from Merck.

Ferrous Sulfate 0.0 
Citric Acid 2.1 
Peppermint Spirit 1.0 
Sucrose 825.0 
Distilled Water to make 1000.0 


Dissolve the ferrous sulfate, citric acid, pepper- 
mint spirit and 200.0 gm of sucrose in 450 cc of 
distilled water. Filter the solution until clear, 
Then dissolve the remainder of the sucrose in 
the filtrate, and add sufficient water to make 
1000.0 cc. Mix well. Strain through cotton if 
necessary. 


VANILLA FLAVORING 


A vanilla formula that requires no alcohol 
and does not freeze out of ice cream, was sug- 
gested by Evlyn Gray Scott of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Cleveland, at the recent Institute on Hos- 
pital Pharmacy. 


Vanillin 1 
Coumarin 0. 
Glycerin 20. 
Distilled water to make 100. 


The ingredients will go into solution if allowed 
to stand for several days, with occasional shak- 
ing. Solution may be speeded up by continuous 
agitation.

EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


«Educational Requirements of a Hospital Pharm- 
acist from the viewpoint of an educator” was the 
subject presented by Dean Glenn L. Jenkins of 
Purdue University School of Pharmacy. “The 
student who expects to specialize in hospital

pharmacy should be given a course in hospital 
pharmacy which would cover those special tech- 
niques necessary for professional competence in 
hospital work,” said Dean Jenkins. Continuing, 
he explained that a course of this kind should 
be taught by a well qualified teacher who has 
had a wide experience in hospital pharmacy. 

The same subject was discussed from the 
viewpoint of a practitioner of hospital pharmacy 
by Sister Clara Frances, St. Joseph Hospital, 
Memphis, Tenn. Sister Clara Frances empha - 
sized that three attributes make a successful 
hospital pharmacist. These, she explained, are 
inherent ability, hospital experience and education. 

“Standardizing Floor Stocks” was the subject 
of a paper by Rudolph A. Cortesi of Worcester 
City Hospital and Joseph A. Barry of the Memor- 
ial Hospital, Worcester, Mass. Practical sugges- 
tions for standardizing floor stocks in small hos- 
pitals were discussed. 

The history, present activities and plans for 
the future of the Bradford Hospital, Bradford, 
Pa. were discussed by Jennie M. Banning in her 
paper “Pharmacy in the Bradford Hospital.” In 
addition to the Pharmacy Department, the pharm- 
acist at Bradford Hospital has charge of medical, 
surgical and X-ray supplies, foods and groceries, 
and china and glassware. 

“Storage Temperature in the Pharmacy” was 
the topic of a paper by Marjorie Moburg of the 
Illinois Masonic Hospital, Chicago. Miss Moburg 
outlined the recommended storage temperature of 
all the official preparations not stored at room 
temperature. 
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PENICILLIN OINTMENTS 


“Penicillin Ointments made with glyceryl mono- 
stearate base and with hydrophilic ointment U.S.P. 
XIII, produced inhibition zones which were as wide 
as the inhibition zones produced by a penicillin 
solution of the same strength. Penicillin in 
greasy vehicles showed practically no zone of 
inhibition. Experimental data seem to indicate 
that penicillin ointments prepared with vehicles 
of the oil-in-water type and containing relatively 
high percentage of water produced optimum activ 
ity. Since there is some question as to the stabil- 
ity of such ointments, they are not available yet 
commercially. They must, therefore be compound- 
ed extemporaneously, This is a service which 
the professional pharmacist, and particularly the 
hospital pharmacist, should extend to physicians,” 
said Mitchell J. Stocklosa of the Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy in discussing “A Compara- 
tive Study of Ointment Vehicles.” 

In speaking of “Eye Solutions,” Frank J. Steele 
of Greenwich Hospital, Greenwich, Conn, gave 
several formulas for isotonic as well as for 
buffered eye solutions. 


PHARMACY BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 


“Business Administration of a Hospital Pharm- 
acy Department” was the subject of a paper by 
Anna D. Thiel of Jackson Memorial Hospital, 
Miami, Florida. In her manuscript Mrs. Thiel 
mentioned ten points which should be constantly 
borne in mind by all hospital pharmacists. In 
summary, the author stated, “Perfect business 
administration consists of first the departments 
correct location. A successful well-trained chief 
pharmacist is essential. Adequate personnel to 
give prompt and efficient service is a must...” 

In his paper on “Powders Used in the Treat- 
ment of Duodenal Ulcer” M. L. Hutton of Pres- 
byterian Hospital, Chicago traced the develop- 
ment of the antacids by B. W. Sippy and others, 
leading to the formulation of *Sippy Powders.” 

A paper on “Automatic Open Filter Beds” was 
presented by Elinor Zola of the United States 
Marine Hospital,Boston,and George F. Archambault 
formerly at the same institution. The authors 
emphasized that the adoption of open filter racks 
s0 that five-gallon bottles may be inverted and 
the contents automatically filtered, would obviate 
to a great extent much of the untidiness that 
often occurs in hospital pharmacies. 


TEACHING RESPONSIBILITIES 


Sister M. Teresa of St. Anthony’s Hospital, 
Cklahoma City spoke on “The Teaching Responsi- 
bilities of a Hospital Pharmacist.” Sister Teresa 
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emphasized that “The professional training of 
the hospital pharmacist qualifies him or her to 
teach pharmacology to student nurses.” Sister 
Teresa also pointed out that the pharmacist has 
a responsibility in instructing the intern and 
graduate nurse in matters pertaining to pharm- 
acy. 

John J. Zugich of Grace-New Haven Hospital 
New Haven, Connecticut in discussing “Trade 
and Professional Relations between the Profes- 
sional and the Hospital Pharmacist -- Enhanced 
by Contributions of Each Group” suggested several 
spheres of cooperation open to retail and hospital 
pharmacists. 

In her paper, Sister M. Clarita of St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Pittsburgh, discussed “What Should One 
Stress in Teaching Pharmacology to nurses.” 

Sister Mary John of Mercy Hospital, Toledo, 
Ohio spoke on and demonstrated “The Advantages 
of Microfilming Prescriptions.” Sister Mary 
John, in pointing out the advantages, said that 
about a 95 per cent saving in space is made, that 
perfect copies are assured and that a loss of 
records due to careless handling and deteriora- 
tion is eliminated. 

In her paper on “The Hospital Pharmacist 
Keeps Pace with Practical Equipment,” Sister 
M. Jeanette of Mary Immaculate Hospital, Jamaica, 
New York spoke on parenteral solution equipment, 
dry-heat sterilizers, potentiometers and other 
apparatus useful to the hospital pharmacist. 


PROFESSIONAL OBLIGATIONS 


Edith Blanche Williams of Bryan Memorial 
Hospital, Lincoln, Nebraska, speaking on “Our 
Obligations to Our Profession” said, “You, the 
hospital pharmacist of America, have an out- 
standing contribution to make to your profession. 
You enjoy the privileges of practicing pharmacy as 
a science, unhampered by merchandizing prob- 
lems and competetion.....You are the professions 
“Public Relations Officer” selling the ability, 
skill and service of pharmacy not only to the 
doctors and nurses, but to the laity as well.” 

Discussing “Some Reasons for Professional 
Control of Medication and Supplies in Hospitals,” 
H. W. Demarest of Memorial Hospital in Elkins, 
West Virginia, pointed out in his paper that 
“Many hospitals are in the red at the end of the 
year because of a loose check on medications 
and supplies.” 

In his discussion of “The Hospital Pharma- 
cist in the Post-War Hospital” Francis M. Rudi 
of Southern Pacific Hospital, St. Louis empha- 
sized the expanded horizon of the hospital pharm- 
acist. “The practice of hospital pharmacy in the 
post-war era may prove to be the most outstand- 
ing characterization of Pharmacy. The medical

profession is leaning more and more upon its 
companion profession, pharmacy, for technical 
help and knowledge involved in the complex ther- 
apeutic agents of today. Indications point to the 
hospital pharmacist having in his hands, to a 
considerable extent, the possibilities of advanc- 
ing or retarding the profession of Pharmacy,” 
Mr. Rudi said. 

Alice M. Appel, intern pharmacist of Mercy 
Hospital, Toledo, Ohio pointed out in her paper 
on “Internship, a Stepping Stone to Better Hos- 
pital Pharmacists” that in her year of internship, 
three general phases of hospital pharmacy - 
administration, pharmacy, and education, were 
stressed, and she illustrated how these funda- 
mentals lead to the development of better hos- 
pital pharmacists. 


JOINT SESSIONS 


Joint sessions were also held with the Ameri- 
can College of Apothecaries and the Section on 
Practical Pharmacy. Vice-President and Pro- 
gram Chairman James Hill presided for the 
American College of Apothecaries, while George 
E. Crossen held the chair for the Practical 
Pharmacy Section. L. D. Bracken, president of 
the American College of Apothecaries spoke on 
“The Movement and Control of a Prescription 
through a Pharmacy.” In his discussion of “The 
Dispensing of Aerosol Penicillin,” Mearl D. Pritchard 
of the College of Apothecaries described the ap- 
paratus and method of dispensing his store uses 
for penicillin for inhalation. “Trends in Pre- 


scription Writing” was the subject of N. C. 
Peterson, while “The Kaopectate-Paregoric In- 
compatability” was the subject of a discussion by 
Raymond E. Schmitz. Both Mr. Peterson and 
Mr. Schmitz are members of the College of 
Apothecaries. 


DR. EDWARD C. ELLIOT SPEAKS 


Highlighting the joint sessions was Dr. Edward 
C. Elliot of the American Council on Education 
and Director of the recently inaugurated Survey 
of Pharmacy, who talked to the group concerning 
their part in the survey program. One of the 
points to be considered in the survey is a study 
of the role of pharmacy in medical care. 

“The Pharmaceutical Survey,” Dr. Elliot ex- 
plained, “is but another step in the forward 
movement of the profession in its crusade for 
the protection and promotion of American well- 
being. 

Allen I. White and-Hugh C. Vincent presented 
a paper on “The Use of Diluting Solutions in the 
Preparation of Adjusted.Solutions.” “A Survey of 
the Metric and Apothecary Systems in Prescrip- 
tion Writing” was the subject of a talk by L. A. 
Weidle, Jr. of the American College of Apothe- 
caries. 


SUGGESTED PROGRAM 


In the Chairman’s annual address, Mr. Don 
Francke suggested that the Society undertake 
several activities in the immediate future. These 
points are listed in the chairman’s annual report. 
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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 1946 


Don E. Francke 


This is the third annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Hospital Pharmacists since it 
became an affiliated organization of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association in August, 1942. Our 
1945 meeting, as you know was cancelled due to 
transportation and housing difficulties. 

During the past two years the Society has 
been active on many fronts and has showed a 
healthy increase in membership. According to 
our records at the publication office the present 
membership of the Society is 860, while in 1943 
the membership was 150. The secretary’s re- 
port will perhaps show a smaller figure due to 
the fact that there are still several on our rolls 
who have not yet paid their current membership 
fee. This increase in membership, while con- 
siderable, is nevertheless somewhat less than I 
had hoped, for on a percentage basis we have 
not grown as rapidly as has the American 
Pharmaceutical Association during the past two 
years. I believe we should make it an objective 
to always maintain a membership in our Society 
which will be at least ten per cent of the active 
membership of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association. This we have not done and you 
can see there is still a big and important or- 
ganizational job to be done by the new officers 
and committee members. The point is that 
while the Society has done fairly well in its 
membership activities there is still much to be 
done. 

At this time I would like to take the oppor- 
tunity to express my sincere thanks to the other 
officers and the members of the executive com- 
mittee and their committee members for their 
splendid cooperation during the past two years. 
They have all contributed a large share to make 
the organization what it is today. The Society 
owes a great deal to Geraldine Stockert whose 
Membership committee has been very active, to 
Hans Hansen and his Organization committee, to 
Don Clarke and his committee on Minimum Stand- 
ards who have spent a great deal of time and 
thought in proposing minimum standards for 
hospital pharmacies offering internship training, 
to Evlyn Gray Scott and her Program committee 
to whom we are indebted for working out all the 
details of the program to be presented here and 
to James D. Jones and his committee on Pharm- 
acists in Government Service. 

No one who has not been secretary of a fairly 
large organization can fully appreciate the great 
amount of detail that must be handled by the 
secretary of the American Society of Hospital 
Pharmacists and we all owe a vote of thanks to 


Thomas Reamer for his splendid work. Not 
only the secretary but also the treasurer of a 
rapidly growing organization has a great deal to 
do. Sister Mary John has not only carried on 
the duties of the treasurer to perfection but has 
also been very active in the Toledo Society of 
Hospital Pharmacists as well as carrying the 
torch of Pharmacy to the Catholic Hospital As- 
sociation. A more recent member of the execu- 
tive committee is Mrs. Anna Thiel who was 
elected vice-president of the Society at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee. Mrs. Thiel has 
done an outstanding job promoting hospital pharn- 
acy in Florida and as secretary of the South- 
eastern Hospital Pharmacists Association. 

The record would be certainly incomplete if 
I did not acknowledge the contribution of a pharm 
acist who at a far greater sacrifice of leisure 
time than anyone in the Society has made it pos- 
sible to expand and improve the Society’s publi- 
cation. Serving as associate editor of THE 
BULLETIN, Gloria Niemeyer has not only con- 
tributed an immense number of long hours of 
hard and tiresome work but she has also shown 
so much enthusiasm and interest in the progress 
of hospital pharmacy that I can honestly say your 
publication would not approach its present form 
were it not for her efforts. 

However important the contributions of the 
foregoing people - and don’t think for a moment 
that I have mentioned all who have worked hard 
and who contributed to the advancement of our 
organization, for I realize there are dozens of 
others - those who helped to organize local and 
regional groups, those who participated in the 
Institute on Hospital Pharmacy, those who have 
spent a great deal of time and effort preparing 
papers for this meeting, those who have worked 
for hospital pharmacy in their own section of 
the country - however, basically the success of 
our organization is due to the interest and co- 
operation of each of youand to each of the several 
hundred other members of the Society without 
whom the Society could not succeed. I want each 
of you to know that we want you and need you 
and that we are counting on all of you to help 
the organization in the many jobs that are to be 
done. 

Another individual who has served so well 
the interests of hospital pharmacy in an editorial 
capacity is Leo Godley who as member of the 
editorial advisory board of the Journal of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, Practical 
Edition, has worked with Editor Glenn Sonnedecker 
in expanding the hospital pharmacy section of 
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the Journal. Don Clarke who for several years 
has been editor of the hospital pharmacy section 
of the American Professional Pharmacist is also 
to be commended as is Daniel McClusky, editor 
of the hospital pharmacy section of Southern 
Hospitals and Paul Cole who writes a monthly 
column for Hospital Management. 

I would like to express my appreciation to 
Dr. Robert P. Fischelis, secretary of our parent 
organization, the American Pharmaceutical Associ 
ation for his cooperation and assistance in many 
of the activities undertaken by the Society. I nave 
had the opportunity to discuss with Dr. Fischelis 
many plans for future activities andI can sin- 
cerely say that he has always shown a keen in- 
sight and understanding of the potentialities of 
hospital pharmacy and I know we can depend on 
him to work with us in the future. It may have 
been true in the past to say that the American 
Pharmaceutical Association was negligent of hos- 
pital pharmacy but that is no longer true and I 
feel that from now on we may count on the 
American Pharmaceutical Association to help us 
advance along many fronts. There are a great 
many specialized projects which we ourselves 
must spearhead; there are also a great many 
others which will be better and more surely ac- 
complished in cooperation with the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. 


AFFILIATED GROUPS 


While in 1945 the Society had six affiliated 
local or regional groups there are today fourteen 
such organizations which have completed or are 
about to complete formal affiliation with the 
American Society of Hospital Pharmacists. These 
organizations are: The Hospital Pharmacists of 
Chicagoland, The Cleveland Society of Hospital 
Pharmacists, The Ohio Society of Hospital Pharm- 
acists, The Association of Hospital Pharmacists 
of the Midwest, The Southeastern Hospital Pharm- 
acy Association, The Buffalo Chapter of the 
American Society of Hospital Pharmacists, The 
Toledo Society of Hospital Pharmacists, The Ann 
Arbor Chapter of the American Society of Hospital 
Pharmacists, The Massachusetts Society of Hos- 
pital Pharmacists, The Philadelphia Hospital 
Pharmacists Association, The Michigan Chapter 
o: The American Society of Hospital Pharmacists, 
The Greater New York Chapter of The American 
Society of Hospital Pharmacists, The Louisiana 
Society of Hospital Pharmacists, and The Wis- 
consin Hospital Pharmacists Association. 

While this increase is encouraging, there is 
ill need for additional units to be formed. There 
e enough members at present for the formation 
local Societies affiliated with the national So- 
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ciety in many other cities. We plan to publish 
the complete membership of the Society in The 
Bulletin soon. When this is done, those of you 
in areas where there is no local organization 
of the Society and the membership list shows 
there are enough pharmacists to start one, are 
urged to begin activities as soon as possible. 


INSTITUTE ON HOSPITAL PHARMACY 


During the past year the Society has engaged 
in many activities. In cooperation with the 
American Pharmaceutical Association and the 
American Hospital Association it initiated the 
first Institute on Hospital Pharmacy. One hundred 
and thirty-six hospital pharmacists from 28 states, 
Canada and Puerto Rico attended this year’s 
meetings. The Institute had three principal 
themes - hospital pharmacy policy and adminis- 
tration, the preparation of parenteral medica- 
tions and new drugs. 

We were indeed fortunate to have the cooper- 
ation of representatives of allied professions. In 
addition to Dr. Fischelis of the American Pharm- 
aceutical Association and Dr. Hullerman of the 
American Hospital Association we also had the 
privilege of hearing Dr. Malcolm MacEachern of 
the American College of Surgeons, Dr. Austin 
Smith, secretary of, the Council on Pharmacy 
and Chemistry of the American Medical Associ- 
ation, Dr. Clifford Price of the Food and Drug 
Administration and Dr. Teufel of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 

However glad we were to have these men, 
outstanding in their field, the one fact I liked 
most was that the great nucleus of material pre- 
sented was given by practicing hospital pharma- 
cists. As a result the lectures were very prac- 
tical and the audience was able to gain from 
each lecture information they could use in their 
own hospital. 

The Institute was really a thorough session 
with lectures and demonstrations all day for 5 
days and panel discussions at night. But even 
so, the audience participation and response was 
so very enthusiastic that no one seemed to get 
tired. In fact one panel scheduled to be out at 
nine o’clock - lasted until almost eleven-thirty. 

The development of the Institute on Hospital 
Pharmacy is truly significant. There has been 
nothing like it before for our specialty and the 
Society should continue to promote similar meet- 
ings annually, for I believe the Institute will be 
a major factor in the progress of hospital pharm- 
acy in America. 


ESSAY CONTEST 


For the purpose of promoting interest and 
writing in the field of hospital pharmacy the 
Society announced an essay contest in the January- 
February 1945 Bulletin. There were to be three 
awards - $50 as first prize, $25 as second prize 
and $25 as third prize. The response to the con- 
test has been most disappointing and since there 
has been only one entry the Executive committee 
has decided to extend the final date of acceptance 
of manuscripts to July first 1947. Surely there 
should be at least one out of every one hundred 
of our members who should submit an entry to 
this contest.

OTHER ACTIVITES 


In its attempt to expand and improve the field 
of hospital pharmacy the Society has cooperated 
with other organizations during the past year. 
First of importance, of course, is the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. In addition we have 
collaborated with the American Hospital Associa- 
tion, the Catholic Hospital Association and the 
American College of Surgeons, in presenting 
pharmacy panels at their various conventions. 
This fall we are meeting with the American 
College of Surgeons to discuss and to formulate 
a set of minimum standards for pharmacies in 
hospitals. 


FUTURE ACTIVITIES 


I have listed a few of the activities I believe 
the Society should undertake in the immediate 
future. 


1, There must be constant activity to im 
crease the membership of the Society and to 
encourage the formation of affiliated local and 
regional organizations of hospital pharmacists. 
I feel sure that if each of us does his share 
we shall have no difficulty in reaching a mem- 
bership of 1200 by next year at this time. 


2. The Society should establish a class of 
membership under the title of “Fellow of the 
American Society of Hospital Pharmacists.” 
This title should be reserved for those who 
have been in hospital practice for at least 
three tofive years. This suggestion was of- 
fered by Dean Jenkins of Purdue College of 
Pharmacy during his talk before this group 
in 1944, 


3. The Society should actively cooperate with 
the Committee on the Pharmaceutical Survey. 
This survey conducted by the American Council 
on Education and directed by Dr. Edward C. 
Elliot, formerly president of Purdue University, 
has been initiated by the American Association 
of Colleges of Pharmacy. Such an important 
opportunity to bring the problems of hospital 
pharmacy to educators and others should not 
be overlooked or treated lightly. 


4. The Society should propose regulations 
to bring the practice of Pharmacy in Hospitals 
under the supervision of a qualified pharmacist. 
These regulations should include the practice 
of pharmacy in hospitals where the employ- 
ment of a full time pharmacist can be justi- 
fied, as well as the very large number of 
hospitals, including nursing homes, sanatoria, 
and small private hospitals where at present 
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no qualified pharmacy service is offered. It 
is estimated that approximately 3,000 hospitals 
in the country are without pharmacy service 
today. On August 10th of this year the Presi- 
dent signed the Hill-Burton bill providing 
$1,125,000,000 for new hospital construction 
over a five year period. This is equivalent 
to providing for 1,125 new one-million dollar 
hospitals and greatly expands the need of 
pharmacy service in the nation’s hospitals. 


5. In those states which do not now give full 
credit for pharmacy experience gained in 
hospital pharmacies the Society should active- 


ly campaign to correct this unfair and dis- 
criminatory practice. 


6. The Society should encourage teaching af 
hospital pharmacy in the nation’s colleges of 
pharmacy. 


7. The Society should promote the continua- 
tion of annual Institutes on Hospital Pharmacy. 


In closing may I thank all of you for your 
splendid cooperation and express the firm con- 
viction that - hospital pharmacy is on the 
march toward greater success.
